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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Newcastle  Emlyn  Rural  District,  a large  portion  of  which  lies  in  the  beautiful 
Vale  of  Teify,  covers  an  area  of  82,842  acres,  and  extends  from  Cenarth  in  the  north 
west  to  Llanycrwys  in  the  east.  The  district  is  divided  into  eight  Parishes,  viz  :- 
Cenarth,  Llangeler,  Llanfihangel-ar-Arth,  Llanllwni,  Llanfihangel  Rhos-y-Corn, 
Llanybyther,  Llanycrwys  and  Pencarreg.  As  expected  in  a rural  area  of  this  nature 
farming  is  the  basic  industry,  with  the  emphasis  on  dairy  farming. 

The  mid-year  home  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  1971 
is  7,920.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
Hospital,  Laboratory  and  Ambulance  Facilities  : 

i The  district  is  served  mainly  by  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Carmarthen  and 
Cardigan  Hospital.  Cases  of  mental  diseases  receive  treatment  at  St.  David’s  Hospital 
Carmarthen. 

Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  are  held  at  the  West  Wales  General 
Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen.  Free  treatment  ma}'  be  obtained  at  these  clinics 
under  conditions  of  secrecy  and  confidence.  The  clinics  are  held  as  follows  : 

Males  and  Females — First  and  third  Friday  in  each  month — 2 p.m.  to  6 p.m. 

Bacteriological  and  pathological  investigations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  and  the  Pathological  Department  at  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital. 
Glangwili,  Carmarthen,  and  the  resources  of  these  laboratories  are  always  available 
to  medical  practitioners. 

Ambulance  facilities,  including  facilities  for  the  transport  of  sitting  car  cases,  are 
under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Chiropody  Service 

(a)  The  County  Council  have  established  chiropody  clinics  at  Pencader,  Llany- 
byt  her  and  Cwmann. 

(b)  Voluntary  organisations  have  established  clinics  at  Llangeler,  Pontwelly  and 
Velindre. 

Home  Nursing  Services  : 

The  area  is  served  by  : 

Five  District  Nurses  in  the  direct  employ  of  the  County  Council  at  Pencader, 
Llanybyther,  Velindre,  Newcastle  Emlyn  and  an  area  relief. 

Child  Health  Clinics  : 

There  are  five  child  health  clinics  in  the  area — Brechfa,  Cwmann,  Llanybyther, 
Pencader  and  Velindre. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  :

Arrangements  are  made  for  unmarried  mothers  to  be  admitted  to  one  of  the 
following  hostels  : Northlands,  Cardiff ; Cwmdonkin  Shelter,  Swansea  ; The  Llan- 
daff  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee  Hostel,  Penarth  or  the  St.  Martin’s  Home, 
Hereford.  These  arrangements  are  made  by  the  County  Council  and  also  the  St. 
David’s  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee.

Warnings  were  given  to  the  suppliers  of  the  two  milk  samples  reported  to  be 
deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  16%  and  3%  respectively. 


The  two  milk  samples  reported  to  contain  minute  traces  of  a Penicillin  Antibiotic 
were  procured  from  a milk-retailer  who  had  obtained  the  milk  from  various  producers 
through  a creamery.  The  creamery  operators  concerned  were  warned  to  take  every 
precaution  possible  to  ensure  that  milk  passed  on  to  retailers  is  free  from  any  traces 
of  antibiotic  residues. 


Informal  samples  of  Milk 

Twenty-nine  informal  samples  of  milk  taken  at  schools  and  other  establishments 
Were  tested  for  compositional  quality  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Inspectors.  Foui 
samples  were  found  to  be  slightly  deficient  m Non-fatty-milk  solids,  vheieas  tin 
remaining  25  samples  were  genuine  in  both  milk-fat  and  non-fatty-milk-solids. 


Miscellaneous  Foodstuffs  (other  than  Milk) 

Samnles  of  the  following  foodstuffs  were  procured  at  shops  and  submitted  to  the 
P^Uc  AMlvst  for  analysfs  :-Three  each  of  Hooey  aod  Coffee  ; Two  each  of  Frmt 
Preserve  and  Canned  Milk  Puddings  ; One  each  of  Soup.

The  Council’s  Surveyor  reports  as  follows  : — 

Water  Supply 

The  Authority’s  Water  undertaking  was  transferred  to  the  Cardiganshire  Water 
Board  on  the  1st  April,  1971. 

The  only  scheme  carried  out  by  the  Authority  during  the'  early  part  of  the  year 
and  prior  to  transfer  was  a small  bore  extension  at  Tanglwst,  Capel  Iwan,  providing 
for  the  first  time  a supply  of  water  to  farms  and  properties  in  the  Morlogws  area. 

The  Authority  again  made  further  efforts  to  proceed  with  the  following  schemes  : 

(1)  The  Ddolwen  Water  Scheme  to  augment  the  existing  Upper  Penboyr  and 
East  Cilrhedyn  scheme. 

(2)  The  Tafarn  Jem  scheme  to  be  linked  with  the  Cardiganshire  Water  Board 
trunk  main  at  Lampeter.  This  scheme  would  provide  for  the  first  time  a 
supply  of  water  to  properties,  farms,  etc.  in  the  higher  reaches  of  Cwmann/ 
Tafarn  Jem  area  and  augment  the  existing  supplies  from  Llanybyther  to 
Cwmann. 

Fifteen  new  water  tappings  were  carried  out  prior  to  the  transfer  to  the  Cardigan- 
shire Water  Board.

Due  to  pressure  of  work  in  the  maintenance  section  it  was  found  necessary  to 
employ  local  contractors  to  assist  on  the  repairs  of  the  Authority  s houses. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  complete  electrical  re-wiring  and  the  installation  of 
modem  sink  units  at  the  Authority’s  older  Council  Houses.  Local  contractors  were 
also  engaged  to  continue  work  on  the  Authority’s  painting  programme  now  geared 
for  repainting  every  fourth  year.

Improvement  Grants 

Eleven  Standard  Gi  ants  and  Seventeen  Discretionary  Grants  were  paid  in  respect 
of  improvements  completed  ; fifty  two  schemes  were  approved  for  Discretionary 
Grants  and  nineteen  Standard  Grant  schemes  were  approved. 


Water  Supplies 

Samples  were  taken  from  eleven  private  sources  of  supply.  Seven  proved  unsatis- 
factory in  the  first  instance  and  the  owners  were  advised  on  remedial  works,  improve- 
ments were  made  in  each  case  or  an  alternative  source  was  found. 


Sewage  Disposal  and  Sewerage  Schemes 

Village  sewerage  schemes  and  disposal  works  were  provided  in  Abergorlech  and 
Llanfihangel-ar-Arth.  Extensions  were  carried  out  at  Pencader,  to  serve  outlying 
areas,  together  with  the  villages  of  Gwyddgrug  and  New'  Inn,  and  work  was  commenced 
on  extensions  to  Drefach/Velindre  Sew’age  Disposal  Works.  Tenders  w'ere  received 
for  the  Sewerage  Scheme  at  Alltwalis.  Small  extensions  were  also  carried  out  at 
Pentrecwrt.  Penrhiw  Drefach  and  Glanawmor,  Pencader. 

A cesspool  emptier  was  acquired  to  replace  the  trailer  tank  previously  in  use. 


Refuse  Collection 

Householders  generally  receive  a once  weekly  refuse  collection  service  throughout 
the  area.  A few  isolated  dwellings  have  still  to  be  catered  for  however.  A twice 
weekly  service  operates  in  the  larger  villages.
